I could fill columns with heart-rendiaf 


ncident* of this conflagration, but will 
only give a few as illustrative of the rest 
In one instance a man took his family and 
led to the bridge spanning the river. The 
Bridge was soon on fire, and tha poor an 
toftnnat*: family were nearly routed alive 
and • then jumped into the river and were 
drowned. A womsn, on seeing the fire 
approaching-, put her little girl, a child o 
six years, in a well, which wasnenly dry, 
ind ran to the river herself for security 
The woman wss saved, and as soon as she 
oonld, found out the locality, and her joy 
was so great at finding the little one alive 
and well that she swooned, and on rtoov 
ering clasped ber child in her arms, am 
ran off crying for joy. 


Too f*w, alas, were so fortunate. In 


nany oass* whole families have perished 
Cn other cases men have lost their fami 
lies, they being, at the time of the fire 
•working to save the factories. In other 
instances men perished in their endeavor 
to save their families. 
In one case to 


which my attention was called, a little 
x>y of seven years ia the only turvivini 
member of a numerous family. As aooi 
as the fire had sufficiently subsided, al 
that were able went to the relief of the 
sufferers.

Imaginative mind cannot begin to realix 
this fearful calamity, much less my poo 
pen to describe it. The shrieks and groans 
of the dying, and of thoia who bad los 
near and dear friends ; the ghastly aspee 
ot the blackened corpse, ; the sbockin] 
appearance of many who, badly burn* 
and almost destitute of clothing, were 
running they knew not where ; others in 
the last agonies of death, made a picture 
too horrid for contemplation. The sufferer 
havs all been taken to Green Bay and othe 
towns, where they will be kindly care- 
tor, as hospitality is one of the marked 
traits of the Wast. The loss to the Peso 
tigo Company, who owned the factor! 
and most of the town, beside* large pin 
lands, is estimated at three million dol 
lara, be-idca the loss of their extenaiv 
wan uciusea in Chicago.

The counties of Huron and Smites, 
Inch constitute tbe principal scene of the 


fire, contain about 24,000 inhabitant*. Of 
these it is believed that 10,000 are already 
rendered homeless. They have lot their 
bouses, their barns, their •took.their mills, 
iveu their clothing. Borne of them almost 
itorally have to commence the world ov*r 
again, being a* nearly naked as when they 
were torn. Tbe people of Port Huron are 
n constant receipt of message* asking1 for 
>rovisions and olotbing, and tbe victims of 
he fire are still flocking in from the iuter- 
or to the town* on the shors. Already 
he towns of Verona, New River, Sand 
isaeb, Huron City, a portion of Port 
lope, Oresent, Centre Harbor.E m Greek, 
White Rook, Pans, Oraoow, Htndsn, For- 
raetviUe, and tb* Polish **ttl*m*nt new 
rorrestville, hsve been destroyed; those 
on the lake to tbe very water's *dgr, a* tb* 
docks in many instances have been swept 
away. Tbese towns represent a popula- 
tion of at least 6.000 people. The loss of 
property in these'towns amounts, directly, 
without doubt, from $1,600,000 to $2,000,- 
000, at * very low calculation, and not in- 
cluding Inmbsr and timber destroyed. 
The vaguest guess-work only oonld esti- 
nateth* lot* of property in th* interior. 
Some of the people, burned out of house 
and home, were substantial farmer*, 
showing that the fire be* swept over tbe 
cleared and cultivated district,, at well at 
through tb* woods. 


Port Huron J* already, *, hospital for the 


naimed and an asylum for th* destitute. 
Thompson's H*U, a long, low attic in a 
wooden building on Sixth stMat,, b th* 
r*nd< zvon* of the poor wretches brought 
>n here from tbe north, in tugs, steam- 
boats and (cows. Thence, after their pri- 
mary necessities are attended to they ar* 
distributed to tbe oare of private families 
The number is destined to be larger, and 
the hospitality of the .people of Port 
Huron is likely to be stMtobed to th* ut- 
most.

Tnrae or four bedstead* had been pnt up, 
and half a dottn or more straw bsds were 
Isid on the floor. On then wer* •t-*toh*d, 
in rows, thirty or forty people, being tbe 
last cargo of wretchedness brought into 
the town. Men, women, and children, the 
latter ranging from a dczm years of ag« 
to tb* suckling babe, were lying in rows. 
They were nearly all in Sound steep; 
wcarttd. out in their prolonged exertions 
in Bghting'the fire in fleeing from it, in 
standing in th* cold water of tbe lake op 
to their necks boar after iour.

of them apparently were kept awak* by 
their pain; their hand* ot fiogsrs, or ays* 
or ear* wer* band*g*d, th* fire-having 
often blistered them, and in *om* oast* 
burned their fset to a crisp..

In the mast tbe magni- 
tude of suffering cannot be estimated. It 
i* like tbe sounds of the mighty tropics! 
storm. The ear cannot take up *o much 
sound; it is not possible. Thunder -tpon 
thunder above that counts tot nottJnf, 
we cannot measure it or take it in; yet 
every tingle individual in that maai in 
Chicago goes on Bufliiing in fear and d*to- 
lation. I quite admire the uprising I *ee 
there; it shows that Chicago is not destroy- 
ed, it is burnt down, but it will rue

isiuovod from the extreme ol heat and 
«o'.il. Much praised as Colorado has just- 
ly bet-n for diseases of thelung,jetl think 
aio other part of Colorado can compare 
•wi'li southern Ci>loradi> in this rerpeot. 


I hive a lid this Unessentially a Mexican 


town. Moat of the inhabitants are Mexi- 
Vac->, having the distinctive featnre.whiob 
distinguish the half-bru»J Indian—dark 
'^features, copper color, long straight black 
n»tr, and that sullennefs which has ever 
Veu known to belong to the Indian.. Ths 
men are pre-eminently Uzy and as slow of 
motion as one o! their own donkeys. Ths 
•women do uuib, if not all of the work. 
They roarr; early, sometimes as parly as 
the age of twelve, and are given io mar- 
riage by tho lather, withont regard to the 
•wiihes oi the bride elect. Their manners 
and customs are those of the seventeenth 
oectnry. Nearly everyjMexican has one 
or more donkeys, called burros, an animal 
not much larger than a yearling calf. The 
burro is their beast of 
burden. He 


carries 
to 
market 
the 
load 
of 


wood, 
tha 
tuck 
of 
wheat 
or 


corn or anything else not Weighing over 
two to thres hundred pound*, for that is 
his average load. With him the Mexi- 
cans use no bridle or halter, for the burro 
has one steady auit, whiob, no amount of 
clubbing will increase tbe speed ol. Spurs 
are useless; clubs » waste of power. 
He 


shakes hi* long ears and adds nothing to 
his speed. At that gait the burro has 
gone from the dtys of creation and h* 
knows no other, nor can be be taught any 
other gait. When he stops at any place 
he is tied with a cord by ths fetlcck, and 
there he wi'il stand all day long too stu- 
pid to break awsy, though a child might 
easily break the string by which he i« 
tied. He U in many respects a psrlcot 
representative of bis owner. 
But one 


thing has the native learned of the Ameri- 
cans, that ia to ask a high price for every 
thing he has to sell. A few days ago I 
heard one ask forty cents for a single beet 
It ia true, that vegetable weighed tlecen 
poundt and a Juilf, but that is nothing un- 
usual here. I doubt whether the owner 
of the patch, in which it grew, had ever 
taken the trouble to weed it over, after he 
had put the seed into the ground. A 
bnrro load of dry wood co*U twenty-five 
cents, the tmallest price he will ask for 
anything ; a bunch of grapes twenty-five 
cents, a 
cabbage 
twenty-fir* 
cents. 


Speaking of vegetables, a cabbage weigh- 
ing from thirty to sixty pounds is not dif- 
ficult to 
find; 
pumpkins 
sixty-five 


pounds; beets a* thick through as a man's 
thigh and three feet long are not excep- 
tional. 


Vet all our 2and ha* to be irrigated and 


the modes of cultivation are a* primitive 
as Noah'* ark. The house* are built of 


son-dried brick, not burned and 


plastered with mud. No lime or sand are 
used — nothing but mud. The walls are 
eighteen laches thick, and will last for 
canturiei. They are warm in winter and 
oold in Bumme?. A very little fire is need- 
ed in the coldest weather to make them 
comfortable. Thus we live here. 


Bat a gradual change i* taking place. 


Americans and improvement* are making 
steady inroad*, Protestant churches and 
schools have been established; a Methodist 
church has existed here f3r more than a 
year, and an Episcopal church has just 
boon commenced.

The railway stove, iudeed, must ba regard- 
ed as a malign aget t if it. had never set 
fire to a oar. It overheats the upper pirt 
of the car, renders ventilation impossible. 
and leaves the lower stratum of air so cold 
that the passenger, at a time of intense 
frost, sits with bnrninw brow and frozen 
feet from one end of his journey to the 
otb,er. But when vre take into account 
the loss it entails in case of serious acci- 
dent, by making a holocaust of the oocu- 
pants of the train, wo marvel mnre and 
more that it should not have be-t-n super- 
ceded by some better means of securing 
warmth and comfort. 


The employment of steam for heating 


private buildings, largo hotels and spacious 
apartments has been attended-witti the 
best results, and there seems to be every 
reason why the heating of all cars of a 
passenger train by steam from the boiler 
jf the engine should be found safe, agree* 
able and economical. The experiment has 
been tried on some of the lines running 
from tbe city, and with complete success. 
Nobody, of course, could be roasted 
alive. The steam being introduced into the 
bottom of the oar, there in an f qnabie and 
agreeable warmth, subject to exact regula- 
tion and tempered by supplies ot pure air 
from without. In case ot accident to the 
car there can be no suffocation from steam, 
beoanse at the moment of leaving the 
tra:k, or collision with another train, the 
communication with the boiler will ba in- 
staatly interrupted; and the use of steam 
haa this still farther to recommend it, that 
the ear can be warmed in a very few min- 
ute*, while the supply of heat will never 
bo exhausted so long ag there is fuel 
enough left to propel the train. 


Two or three years ago a patent was ob- 


tained by a gentleman of Virginia for 
heating passenger-oars by electricity, the 
exciting power to be gained from the ro- 
tation of the wheels. Experiments of a 
satisfactory character were made of this 
means of producing warmth, aud it was

The advantages 


of this plan are evident. It is always 
ready at a moment's notice; no more water 
is used than is necessary to extinguish the 
fire, and the bthor apartments are not 
deluged with water. ' Could not the same 
principle be applied to the roois and the 
exterior of buildings as well as the in- 
terior, so aa to prevent their being affected 
by falling embers-or the intensely hot 
names from adjoining buildings ?
